Albany, N. T., Jan. 26.—[Special.}]—A bil! 
requiring labels bearing the akull and cross 
bones and the words alcohol and “ poi- 
son” in bold type on all bottles containing 
beer, whisky, or other alcoholic beverages 
containing more than 2 per cent alcoho! and 
offered for sale in package form, will be in- 
troduced in the New York assembly today. 

The bill is backed by the Anti-Saloon league 
of New York and is drawn in the form of an 
amendment to the penal code in relation to the 
sale of poisons. without label and the record- 
ing of suchsales. Because of the drastic pro- 
visions it is expected the measure will be bit- 
terly fought by the liquor interests. 


Bill Holds Drastic Clause. 

The principal clause iu the bill follows: 

“It shall be unlawful to sell at wholesale 
or retail, furnish or offer for sale any pack- 
age, bottle, or other holder containing any 
article, preparation or compound in- 
tended or commonly used for beverage pur- 
poses which contains more than 2 per cent 
by weight of alcohol unless the same shall

preparation contains alcohol, which is a 
habit forming, irritant, narcotic poison,’ such 
special label to be on the same side as the 
general label, if any, containing the name 
and description of the article. 

“The type used on such label shall be 
legible and in all cases the worde alcohol ' 
and ‘poison’ to be printed in heavy, boldface 
capitais.” 

Violations of the act are made misdemean- 
ors carrying fines from five to fifty dollars 
and imprisonment from five or fifty days. 


State Leader Explains Measure. 

The purposes of the bill and a declaration 
of war against the liquor traffic are contained 
in a statement given out today by William 
H. Anderson, state superintendent of the New 
York organization. 

“ stated on taking charge of the New 
York Anti-Saloon league on Jan. 1 that the 
league would carry on the broadest cam- 
paign of education the country had ever 
geen, involving many new features. This bill 
is part of that campaign. 

“This bill is neither a joke nor a freak. 
The skull and crossbones part of it was sug- 
gested to me over six months ago by the 
man who directs the policy of one of the 
greatest newspapers in America. 

We are fortified on the question of the 
scientific accuracy of the statement pro- 
posed to be printed on the label. The exact 
wording was suggested by the National Sei- 
entific Temperance federation of Boston. Un- 
less nine-tenths of the scientists who have 
gaid anything on the question are liars or 
fools, or both, then the liquor men should be 
compelied to state it so that the man who 
drinks will at least do so with his eyes open. 

“The ‘optional local prohibition’ meas- 
ure soon to be introduced by the New York 
league will enable the people of various lo- 
calities to stop entirely the sale of alcoholic 
liquor for bevcrage purposes. 


Asserts Liquor Men Use Fraud. 

„ Meanwhile we intend to insist that the 
manufacturers and dealers in it shall not be 
permitted to create a new demand by fraud 
and misrepresentation. This bill is the appli- 
cation of the spirit of the pure food and 
drugs act’ to the liquor traffic. It supple- 
ments the campaign against other drug evils.

FLOODED: 4 DEAD 


Former Chicagoan Drowned 
During Storm That Causes 
$500,000 Damage. 


RAIL TRAFFIC TIED UP. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 26.--Three men and 
one woman were drowned and a boy is re- 
ported to have lost his life as a result of the 
rain which has deluged this section of the 
state during the last twenty-four hours. 

Buildings were damaged, many people were 
driven from their homes, and ranchers were 
marooned. 

The deaths were those of Hugh Spear 
Haven, 4 Chicago capitalist, at Monrovia: 


Louis Jones, a retired banker, and his wife, 


near Montecito, and Rico Rodrigues, a la- 
borer, near Whittier. 

The unidentified boy was said to have 
been swept into the Los Angeles river when 
a cable on which he was leaning gave way. 


Haven Drowned in Gutter. 

Haven, who was 57 years old, was drowned 
last night in a flooded gutter at White Oak 
and Myrtle avenues, Monrovia. Haven was 
a member of the Jonathan club of this city, 
He spent the evening there and took a late 
car to Monrovia. 

Alighting at Myrtle avenue, he endeavored 
to find an automobile to take him home, but 


failed. He then set out to walk. Myrtle 


avenue is an extremely steep street ahd the 
water was rushing down ins torrent. At the 
corner of Myrtle and White Oak he attempt- 
ed to jump the gutter, but fell In and was 
drowned in the swirling water. 

Haven's body was found this morning with 
hie right hand caught in the woodwork of a 
bridge near the place where he wae ver- 
come. 

Jones and his wife were drowned yesterday 
in the flood from the mountains, but details 
of how they lost their lives are not available, 

For ten miles along the Rio Hondo, near 
Montabello, ranchers were marooned by flood 
waters, which reached a height of six feet 


fin their homes. 


Rail Traffic Tied Up. 
The Southern Pacific, the San Pedro, Los 
Angeles and Salt Lake, and the Santa FS 
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Andrews crying for help, threw him a rope, 
and dragged him to frm ground. No one 
was drowned at the Country club, 

The worst damage in Santa Barbara itself 
was along the west doulevard. It is nearly 
two miles long, and was completely washed 
out by the flood from Mission Creek. This 
Gamage will reach $60,000. 


Shriners Are Marooned. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 26.—The entire 
western seaboard of the United States con- 
tinued today in the grip of the worst storm 
recorded this season. The second day closed 
with rail facilities crippled by floods, cloud- 
bursts, washouts, and landslides. 

Traffic on the overland lines of the South- 
ern Pacific has been tied up since yesterday 
and 200 pleasure seeking Shr'nersa, with 130 
members of other organizations, attracted te 
Truckee, Cal.. by a winter carnival, were 
marooned.

CONFER OW FOREIGN PROBLEMS.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—(Special.)— 

President Wilson and members of the foreign 
relations committee of the senate held an im- 
portant conference tonight on the external 
affairs of the government. 

The discussion covered numerous subjects 
ef pressing moment, including: 

The Mexican situation. 

The controversy with Japan. 

The revolution in Haiti. 

The conventions with Burope and 
Japan, extending the arbitration treaties 
of 1908. 

The Panama canal tolls dispute with 
Great Britain. 

The dispute with Colombia over the se- 
cession of Panama. 

The treaty extending a financial pro- 
tectorate over Nicaragua. 

Sees Huerta Slowly Weakening. 
With respect to Mexico the president made 

it clear he is decidedly optimistic as to the 
prospective results of his policy of “ watchful 
waiting.” 

President Wilson described the reports he 
had received from Special Commissioner 
Lind, told of his personal conference with 
representatives of Gen. Huerta and the Cath- 
olle party of Mexico at Pass Christian, and 
of the subsequent negotiations these men had 
conducted with Mr. Lind. 

The negotiations had come to naught, Gen. 


Huerta continuing obstinate in his refusal to 


retire, but the. Catholic party is no longer 
solidly behind him. 42 this party is the 
most powerful political organization in Mex- 
ico, its weakening in support of Huerta is 
bound to force his resignation.

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DEPARTMENT STORES FINED: 
VIOLATED CHILD LABOR ACT. 


Rothschild & Co. and the Fair Pay 
Penalties for Keeping Children at 
Christmas Work Too Long. 


Rothschild & Co. and the Fair department 
store were fined in the Municipal court yes- 
terday for violations of the child labor law. 
In the cage against the Fair Attorney John 
P. Reed, representing the state department 
of factory inspection, presented four cases ip 
which chfidren less than 16 years old had been 
worked more than eight hours a day. They 
were “extras,’’ employed during the holiday 
rush. 

J. J. Buell, general superintendent of the 
store, paid a fine of $10 and costs in each 
of the four cases. Mr. Reed reported the 
store had adopted a new system of employé 
application, by which the employment of 
girls less than 16 years old would be pre- 
vented. 

Sixteen cages of alleged violations of the 
woman's ten hour law were preferred against 
the store. Of this number the court dismissed 
ten, in which the women testified the forty 
minutes overtime work charged in the com- 
paints had been consumed by them during the 
ten hours in two twenty minute rest perlods, 
during which they were at liberty to leave 
their departments and go about the store 
The six other cases were nolle prossed by the 
state because the employés changed their 
statements so as to eliminate all evidence of 
a violation. 

J. M. McClurkin, manager of Rothschild & 
Co., paid a fine of $6 for violating the child 
labor law by the employment of children. 
Harry C. Moir, manager of the Boston 
Oyster house, was fined $15 and costs for ob- 
structing inapectors in the pursuance 
of their duty.

OBITUARY. 


LORD STRATHCONA, high commissioner 
for Canada, was buried yesterday with the 
most simple ceremonies in Highgate ceme- 
tery, North London. His body lies beside 
that of his wife, who died only a few months 
ago. A great funeral service was held in 
Westminster Abbey and was attended by a 
‘large gathering of state officials and promi- 
nent persons. The pallbearers were the 
Duke of Argyll, the Earl of Aberdeen, and the 
Marquis of Lanadowne, all former governor 
generals of Canada; Sir William Osler, the 
noted physician; the Earl of Leichfield, Sir 
Thomas Vansittart Bowater, Lord mayor of 
London; the Rt. Hon. Lewts Harcourt, secre- 
tary of state for the colonies; Sir Thomas 
Skinner, and Prof. George Adam Smith, vice 
chancellor of Aberdeen university, of which 
Lord Strathcona was chancellor up to the 
time of his death.

One out of every three students in the 
University of Chicago is earning the whole 
or part of his expenses, according to a re- 
port made public yesterday by Alfred C. 
Kelly Jr., head of the university buréau of 
student employment. 

During the year just completed a total of 
$157,350 was earned by students in positions 
secured through the bureau. 

The attendance at the university, excluding 
the summer quarter students, is 3,400. The 
number of students employed through the 
bureau during 1913 was 1,311. Of this num- 
ber 1,194 were men and 117 were women. 

The varieties of employment are numerous. 
The lowest paid work—26 cents an hour for 
messenger service and waiting on tables— 
was done by 175 men, while William M.

SEES BOOM IN EXPORTS.’ 


Holds Curb on Corporations Will 
Mean Independent Com- 
peting Concerns. 


New York, Jan. 26.—President Wilson's pol- 
ley toward business and his proposed legisla- 
tion affecting trusts promise a lower cost of 
living at home and increased international 
trade, Secretary of State Bryan declared to- 
night in an address before the American 
Asiatic society. 

Secretary Bryan discussed the administra- 
tion’s attitude toward foreign commerce as 
refiected by the tariff and currency reform 
measures, and its policies towerd private 
monopoly and the Chineseloan question. Al- 
luding te the government's proposed regula- 
tion of trusts and the probable effect, Mr. 
Bryan said: - 

“ The president has outlined a reform the 
influence of which cannot be bounded by na- 
tional lines. He has declared war on private 
monopoly, and this means the investment of 
capital that has hitherto been frightened 
away from industrial Selds. 


Sees Small, Competing Corporations. 
“If the new policy results in a reduction 


in the sise of corporations that have become 
overgrown, it will mean a larger number of 
independent and competing enterprises, and 
thi# competition will mean a better article 
at a lower price. 

“It te worth while tq inquire whether 
monopoligation has not necessarily resulted 
in the restriction of exports, for the mainte- 
‘nance of abnormally high prices at home 
tends to prevent exportation, the manufac- 
turers fearing that a reduction of price. 
abroad might result in the loss of the ad- 
vantage enjoyed at home. In proportion as 
industries rest upon their own merits rather 
than upon legislative favor, just in that pro- 
portion will they be strengthened for suc- 
cessful contest with competitive industries 
throughout the world.” 

The authorization of international banks 
under the currency law will stimulate for- 
eign trade in the orient and throughout South 


action was that the syndicate secured a profit

The original Browneville line, 11 miles 
in length, was turned over for operetion on 
July 4, 1904, and extended to Sinton, Tex., in 
April, 1905.

H. West, Robert H. Brookings, and Edward 


Whittaker, for the purpose of constructing 
the railroad from Robstown, Tex., to 
Browneville. 

This committee received about 90,000 acres 
of land and large sums of money donated for 
the purpose of aiding in construction of the 
road and development of the land. Theland 
deals, the cash bonuses, and the syndicate 
exphoitations resulted ina profit te the syndi- 
cate of $892,487. 


Purchase of Brownsville Line. 
After the Browneville issued its securi- 
ties, amounting to $10,756,000, as authorized 
by the Texas reiiroad commission,” the re- 
port continues, an agreement was executed 
between the St. Louis Union Trust company, 
as syndicate manager, and the Frisco, dated 
Dec. 1, 1900, under which the Frieco was to 
purchase these and additional securities 
baving a par value of $456,450 for the sum 
of $11,827,000, with interest from Dec. 1, 1909. 
Payment was made by the Frieco on May 26, 
1910, in the aum of 612.122, f. 72. 

The principal difficulty with the Browns- 
ville company has been inebility to meet the 
interest on bonds. Ite total capitalization is 
$12,670,105, its capital stock only $500,000, 
and its interest bearing debt $12,170,106, all 
of which, excepting $32,000, bears interest at 
6 per cent. 

The retio of interest bearing securities,“ 
the report gaye, to the total of securities 
outstanding is 96.06 per cent—an excessive 
ratio even when compared with the Frisco, 
which has a ratio of 82.68 per cent.” 


Deal for Chicago Entrance. 
Desire of the Frisco for an entrance into 
Chicago resulted in purchase of the Chicago 
and Eastern IMinois railroad in 1902 by the 
issuance of Frisco stock trust certificates 
upon the basis of $150 for the preferred and 
$250 for the common stock. 

“In order to meet the fixed charges upon 
its stock trust certificates,’ the report as- 
serts, it was essential that the Frisco 
should receive in dividends from the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois 6 per cent upon the pre- 
ferred stock and 10 per cent on the common 
stock each year. On the preferred stock 6 
per cent was paid each year. The dividend 
on the common stock has been sufficient to 
meet the interest requirement on the stock 
trust certificates in only three years. 

“The resultant net logs on the common

Condemns Much of Policy. 

Of the poiicy of the Frisco, the report says: 

“The acquisition of new lines greatly in 
excess of construction costs and the sale 
of ite funded debt securities at extravagant 
rates of discount; Including the payment of 
premiums of retired issues and commissiong 
to banks and bankers on such issues, the 
investment in stocks of industrial companies | 
on which no dividends have been paid, the 
assumption of heavy fixed charges for its 
Texas lines as well. aa for the Chicago and 
Bastern Iilinoig railroad, far greater than 
its returns therefrom, and payment of ex- 
cessive charges upon the investment in and 
use of terminal and coal properties, have 
resulted in the net revenue of the Frisco 
being absorbed by such charges in a sum 
which approximates between $3,500,000 and 
$4,000,000 a year.“ 

Of the Frisco’s investment in the stock 
of the Chicago and Bastern Illinois rail- 
road, the report says, the transaction showed 
a net loss of $1,710,888 to May 27, 1913. 


Tells of Receivers’ Work. 

The progress of the receivership appointed 
for the Frisco July 16, 1913, is given in de- 
tall. showing that the receivers have paid 
from currént receipts $3,709,539 on account 
of indebtedness incurred by the company 
prior to their appointment. In addition they 
have paid $1,354,904 of the principal of equip- 
ment trust obligations, being the entire 
amount of such obligations matured during 
the receivership to Nov. 90, 1913. 

Interest coupons amounting to $2,081,144 
have been paid as have also all rentals, 
taxes, and sinking fund requirements, while 
an increasé of $141,000 has been effected in 
the stock of ‘material and supplies. 

„The amount of outstanding bonds in the 
hands of the public,” the report says, has 
increased duting the same period $574,000, 
occasioned by the sale of an equal amount 


of general lien 6 per cent bonds, which were 


disposed of by bankers holding such bonds 
as collateral for loans made prior to May 
28, 1918. The liability of the company in the

The 
liabilities are estimated at $140,000 and the 
assets at $75,000. 

The bank was founded in 1896. J. A. Simp- 
son, a wealthy resident of Minonk, and his 
son-in-law, F. N. Rood, were the founders. 
For the last six years Mr. Rood has been in 
full charge, his father-in-law having re 
tired. 

Grain Speculation Cause. 

A grain business was run in connection 
with the inet'tution. The firm owned and 
operated three grain elevatars in the town. 
It is said that the present difficulties of the 


bank are due to speculation by Mr. Rood on | 


the Chicago board of trade. 

Judge Niehaus of the Marshall County 
court appointed Harry M. Taggart of Wenona 
as receiver. He will be assisted in clearing up 
the matter by Mr. Simpson, who says all the 
depositors will be paid in full. Mr. Rood to- 
day turned over all hie property to his father- 
in-law, and the latter said he would meet 
any obligations which this property could 
not cover. ‘ 

Mr. Simpson owns large land interests and 
is said to be worth at least a quarter of a 
million dollars. He said he had no idea his 
son-in-law was speculating with the finances 
of the bank and that the failure was ae great 
a surprise to him as to others.

There 
were a large number of persone who intrust- 
ed their money to it and practically the whole 
town gathered about the bank when it was 
learned the concern would not open its doors.

‘THE NEGRO'’S PROBLEM I8 OURS, 

Recently in New York there met the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People. The association, according 
to committee reports, is growing. That is 
well, There can be no doubt of the need 
of organized effort to protect the interests 
and even the most elementary rights of the 
negro. . - 

This is an unpleasant thought but true. 
The appearance of Jim Orowism in the na- 
tional offices at Washington, now thrown 
into higher relief by the president's strange 
reluctance to attack it, is only one expres- 
sion of the tendency to isolate and hold the 
negro down. Recently Mz. Hyde bas de- 
scribed the harsh and demonalising condi- 
tions with which thé most worthy class of 
negroes has to cops in Ohicago. There is 
now appearing in the south a new segrega- 
tion proposal, namely, that when more than 
a half of the acreage of a section is owned 
by one race, the voters of the section may 
exclude ownership by members of another 
race. In other words, says Dr. Du Bois, 
here is the policy of race segregation which 
has resulted in the degradation and destruc- 
tion of the Indians. 

The reminder is sharp-edged. Our mis- 
treatment of the Indians has been admitted 
to be a blot on the nation’s seuteheon. Are 
we to drift into an evil even greater? As 
Dr. Du Bois says, a quarter century ago 
the solution of the negro problem was formu- 
lated thus: Take the negro out of politics, 
Train him for work, especially for farm 
work.” The negro has been taken out of 
politics by various devices of disfranchlee- 
ment which in effect annul the thirteenth 
amendment. This process of constitutional 
repeal has been accepted complaisantly by 
@ generation preoceupied with its own ma- 
terial achievements and political and social 
problems. The results of this two-fold pol- 
icy according to Dr. Du Bois and other ob- 
servers are “ that the negro schools have been 
neglected; that à latge proportion of the 
negro children are not in school, and that 


there has been quiet but determined opposi- 


tion to the success of the higher schools for 
negroes, while in the industrial and agricul- 
tural field the negro has had to contend 
@gainst tremendous odds.”

MURPHY 70 SUE MILLER? 


Says He Hopes to Recover $25,- 
000, if Reports Are True 
Outfielder Jumped.

The Federal league guns seem to be pointed 
at the fortress of the American league at the 
present time and heavy firing is expected. It 
was announced yesterday by President Gil- 
more of the “outlaw” band that the three 
major league stars who were obtained Sun- 
day were all from Ban Johnson's organiza- 
tion. Along with that came the rumor that 
three American league pitchers had arrived 
yesterday to talk with Gilmore and Tinker, 
and later it was learned that Tinker is in 
communication with two American league 
infielders. 

The names of the three stars who signed 
were withheld,’ but the three pitchers sup- 
posed to be flirting with the independents yes- 
terday are Cy Falkenburg and Fred Rand- 
ing of the Cleveland club and one other. 
The infielders under consideration by thenew 
league are Roger Peckinpaugh and Roy Hart- 
sell of the New York Americans. 


Ban Johnson Enters Fight. 

Indications are that Ban Johnson, presi- 
dent of the American league, has entered the 
fight and is making desperate efforts to hold 
on to the players. A visit was made to John- 
son’s office yesterday, but he was .closeted 
in his private room with some unknown per- 
sons. Later he said he had nothing in the 
way of news. From another source it was 
reported Johnson had the three Cleveland 
pitchers right in his back room and was giv- 
ing them a heart to heart talk. 

The only player signed by the Federals 
yesterday was Erwin Lange, a local semi- 
pro pitcher. Joe Tinker gave him a con- 
tract with the Chicago team and will take 
him on the training trip fora trial. At one 
time he belonged to the White Sox, but never 
reported. 

President Murphy of the Cubs sprung 
something new yesterday when he handed 
out a typewritten statement saying that he 
will bring suit for damages to the extent of 
$25,000 against Ward Miller, if it is true that 
Ward has jumped to the Federal league. 


Points to Reserve Clause, 

The Cub boss says he offered Miller a con- 
tract for as much money as any responsible 
club would pay him. He also said he could 
sell Miller for $6,000. Murphy claims he can 
collect damages from the speedy outfielder 
on the strength of the reserve clause in his 
contract of last year. 

Miller's home is near Dixon, III., and he 
owns some broad acres of swell corn land 
there. Murphy hinted he would send a 
yer to Dixon to find out just how much Mille 
is worth, 80 if the young outfielder isn’t care- 
ful, his former boss is liable to own the corn 
land in time to get next year’s crop. 

According to Joe Tinker, Murphy will need 
that farm to make up for what the Federal 
league has cost him already. Tinker figured 
it up that Murphy so far has had to dig down 
in his money pouch for about $25,000, count- 
ing in the loss of Miller and the boosts in 
salaries to Saier, Zimmerman, Humphries, 
Good, Vaughn, and others who have been re- 
tained by the Cubs.

BALLOT FUND FAILS ONCE AGAIN 


Special State’s Attorney John E. Northup, 
who secured his first convictions in the elec- 
tion fraud cases on Saturday, was made 
the target for attack before the county board 
yesterday. 

Commissioner Daniel Moriarty introduced 
a resolution to appropriate 520,000 for the 
expenses of the election fraud prosecutions. 
At his request it was referred to the finance 
committee. 

Commissioner Frank Ragen then arose in 
behalf of State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne, 
one of the candidates wno benefited by the 
marked ballots in cases in which Mr. Northup 
obtained convictions. Mr. Ragen demanded 
that Mr. Hoyne be permitted to address the 
commissioners. 


Attacks Honesty of Investigation. 
Mr. Hoyne was granted permission to 
speak. He gave his version of the election 
scandal since its inception, and charged that 
the prosecution was initiated for politicel 
purposes only,” and “never was handled 
honestly.”’ 

The effect of Mr. Hoyne’s attack on the 
honesty of the Northup prosecutions was 
somewhat marred by President McCormick. 
He cited the Appellate court decision, an- 
nounced during the day, that the appoint- 
ment of the special state s attorney and the 
calling of the Cooper special grand jury were 
legal. He tried to get Mr. Hoyne to tell the 
county board about the court opinion, “but 
only ‘succeeded m obtaining an admission 
thet Mr. Hoyne had heard rumors of a de- 
cision, 

Reveiews Ballot Scandal. 

“Shortly after the election in November, 
1012, a petition was filed in the Circuit court 
by Mr. Rinaker and Mr. Cunnea for a recount 
of the ballots in the state’s attorney contest,” 
said Mr. Hoyne, in beginning his statement. 
“The Circuit court was not the proper place 
to file that petition. The proper place to file 
that petition was in the County court, and the 
ballots could not be recounted in the Circuit 
court unless I gave my consent. I consented 
to the recount in the circuit court, and the 
ballots were counted before Judge Baldwin. 

“The representatives of Mr. Rinaker and 
Mr. Cunnea, who attended the recount, chal- 
lenged every ballot possible and under every 
conceivable charge, until finally they had 
6,000 ballots that were thrown out. Almost 
every ward and precinct in the city had been 
heard from, and it became apparent that 
there would not be enough ballots thrown 
out to influence the result. 


Charges “Political Purposes.” 

“Then these gentlemen rushed to Judgo 
Cooper at the nineteenth hour and had 8 
special state's attorney appointed to investi- 
gate election frauds. I want to say that this 
investigation into alleged election frauds was 
carried on for political purposes and for no 
other reason. 

I objected to going before Judge Cooper 
because I didn’t know how safe we would be 
in his hands. So I applied to Judge Kersten 
to appdint a jury to investigate the election 
and Clyde L, Day was appointed to prose- 
cute, The only objection to Mr. Day was 
that he is a friend of mine. Judge Kerstep 
appointed a jury to make an investigation, 
but then there were two juries assigned to do 
practically the same work. It was proposed 
that the two juries should be discharged 
and a third judge appoint a jury. Judge 
Kersten discharged the jury he appointed 
but Judge Cooper refused to discharge the 
jury he appointed, and it has coptinued to in- 
vestigate alleged election frauds. 

“Northup Oversteps Authority.” 

„ @pecial State’s Attorney Northup, who 
was appointed by Judge Cooper, has over- 
stepped his authority in conducting la- 
vestigation, as was evident by the y 
of Rothenberg before a Municipal judge. 

“Mr. Northup could have been indicted by 
a grand jury if I had seen fit to have had 
that testimony taken before the grand jury. 
But I did not attempt to have Mr. Northup 
indicted because if I had the charge would be 
ma de that I influenced the grand jury that 
returned the indictment. The investigation 
which is being conducted by Special State's 
Attorney Northup waa initiated for political 
purposes, is being carried on for political 
purposes, and never has been carried on 
honestly.”

COURT UPHOLDS NORTHUP. 

Special State’s Attorney John E. Northup’s 
legal authority to prosecute election fraud 
cases was upheld in a sweeping opinion of 
the Appellate court yesterday. 

The court decided Judge William Fenimore 
Cooper had jurisdiction to appoint Northup 
last May. It also affirmed the opinion of 
Judge Jesse A. Baldwin, which blocked the 
effort of State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne to 
oust Northup through quo warranto pro- 
ceedings. Hoyne carried the case to the 
higher court on an appeal from Judge Bald- 
win's decision. 


Opinions Upholds Cooper, 

We conclude,”’ feads the opinion, that 
Judge Cooper acquired jurisdiction of the 
subject matter at the proceedings involving’ 
the appointment of Northup as special state's 
attorney on May 19 and that the subsequent 
appointment ‘by him in oceedings of 
Northup as special state's attorney was and 
is valid. | 

“ We cannot give our assent to the doctrine 
that the exercise of judicial power to appoint 
a special states attorney can only de in- 
voked at the instance or upon the petition of 
the state’s attorney. True, the jurisdic- 
-tlon of the court in that respect may thus be 
invoked, but such jurtediction may also 
properly be invoked by the court upon ite 
own motion or upon the petition of a citizen. 

“We refrain from a discussion of other 
contentions which, upon the record before 
us, involved purely academic questions. 
There waa no abuse by the Circuit court of its 
discretion in denying leave to file the in- 
formation sought to be filed in this case and 
| the judgment is affirmed.”

Bill Curbing Open Vice by 
Injunction Passes House; 
Ready for President 
to Sign. 


TO SCATTER BAD WOMEN. 


Prouty Holds Rich Can Protect 
Selves Against Invasion 
Better than Defense- 
less Poor. 


[BY A STAFF CORRSSPONDENT.) 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—{Special.]—If 
“red light resorts must be tolerated in 
large comuaunities it ie better that they 
should exist in the residence districts of the 
rich and well to do, who are in a position 
to protect themselves from contamination, 
than in the slums of the defenseless poor, 
according to Representative Prouty of Iowa, 
who led the successful fight for the passage 
of the Kenyon bill by the house today. 

The Kenyon bill, which has passed the 
senate, proposes to eliminate by injunction 
the vice district in the capital. 

The bill, which now goes to the president, 
provides that a court may enjoin the con- 
tinuation of any immoral resort in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, upon complaint of a citi- 
zen and proof of the general reputation of 
the place. 


Bill Will Suppress Open Vice, 

Representative Moore of Pennsylvania 
wanted to know what would become of the 
poor women of the underworld turned out 
of their resorts by the proposed law to walk 
the streets, Representative Mann replied 
that he had more sympathy for the boys who 
are misied than for the women of the under- 
world. He thought the measure would sup- 
press open vice, at least. 

“Every commission that has examined 
this question of the social evil in every im- 
portant city in the United States says that 
it lies at the foundation of all or nearly 
all of the graft schemes that have been de- 
vised by the police force to get money,” Rep- 
resentative Prouty said. 

Does the gentleman not know that this 
question of prostitution has been discussed 
for 10,000 years, historically, and that no 
progress has been made with it?“ Repre- 
sentative Bowdle asked. 


Limit on Temptation. 

“The gentleman can go into antiquity 
farther than I intended my speech shall go, 
Iassure him.“ Prouty rejoined. “‘ No sane 
man will claim that any law can absolutely 
do away with vice or depravity of the human 
heart. But I do say, notwithstanding the 
great antiquity of the gentleman's argument, 
it is possible for states, for nations, and 
for municipalities to wipe out commercial- 
ized, open, flaunting vice. 

Ons of the constant arguments brought 
against this kind of measure; in fact, the 
only one that has reached me through the 
mails, is the fact that it will scatter the resi- 
dents of these places out into the respectable 
portions of society. 

Why, under a law like this, or even with- 
out this, the strong, the rich, and power- 
ful.can exercise the law for the purpose of 
protecting their homes, but if the police rope | 
off a little district in which live the poor 
people of the city and say that vice here may 
go on unbridled and unrestrained, you have 
heaped a burden upon those people that they 
themselves cannot carry.“ 


INDICT FORMER CONGRESSMAN 
ON A CHARGE OF SMUGGLING. 


I~cius N. Littauer and His Brother 
William Accused of Irregular Im- 
portation of Diamond Necklace. 
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New York, Jan. 26—Lucius N. and Wil- 
liam Littauer. brothers, the former at one 
time a member of congress, have been in- 
dicted by the federal grand jury here, 
charged with smuggling into this country 
@ diamond necklace valued at 340,000. The 
defendants are prominent glove manufactur- 
ers of Gloversville, N. Y. 

The government alleges that Lucius Lit- 
tauer brought the necklace with him when 
he returned from abroad a few weeks ago. 
After a story regarding the alleged irregu- 
lar importation had been printed here the 
éx-congressman surrendered the necklace, 
which he had turned over to his brother, 
William. 

In the indictments the Littavers are 
charged with conspiracy to defraud the 
United States, and in a separate indictment 
Lucius N. is charged with the smuggling 
and Willfam with receiving the necklace, 
knowing it to have been irregularly imported.

RAISE FOR TEACHERS IN DOUBT 


The budget of the board of education this 
year will be about $2,000,000 more than last 
year, It will amount approximately to 
$16,700,000. Last year it was about $14,700,000. 

Of the 1914 amount $12,430,000 will go te 
the educational fund. The building fund will 
be about $4,250,000. Last year the educational 
fund was $11,451,762 and the building fund 
$3,180,000. A little more than $2,000,000 was 
carried over from the previous year in the 
building fund, however, ao that about $5,000,- 
000 was spent in 1013 for buildings and sites. 


Consider Salary Raises, 

According to Peter Reinberg. president of 
the board, the normal increase in the edu- 
cational budget will be about $800,000. This 
leaves about $200,000 additional for new 
educational features and for raises in the 
salaries. Superintendent Ella Flagg Young 
and Secretary L. E. Larson have been asked 
to figure out the proposed increase for ele- 
mentary school teachers. 

Mrs. Young has recommended an increase 
of 5 per cent. The chairman of the finance 
committee told her there was not sufficient 
money for that increase unless some of the 
figures in the estimates for the 
budget were changed. N 

But the teachers are not satisfied with the 
pro 5 per cent increase, according te 
Mrs. Young. They are asking for an in- 
crease of $100 a year for every teacher. The 
S per cent would give only the highest paid 
teachers an increase of $60 a year.

HE Calumet council of the Committee of 

Fifteen was organized last night at a 

meeting held at the parish house of 

Trinity Episcopal church. This is the 

second council formed in the campaign 
to organize the city for the purpose of assist- 
ing the Committee in its fight on commercial- 
ized vice. The Rev. John M. McGann, rector 
of the church, presided. 

The organization proposition .was put. by 
Samuel P. Thrasher, superintendent of the 
Committee of Fifteen, 

— 

“There is a vast amount of practical indit- 
ference in the minds of some well-intentioned 
Christian people,” said Mr. Thrasher. They 
keep personally aloof from the things that 
are evil; but they fail to fall on the evil things 
to destroy them. Vice and crime in the social 
fabric and corruption in the political world 
are in part the result of this apathy and in- 
action of good people, 

“Since last May the Committee has been 
instrumental in closing more than 250 houses 
of Ul fame and disorderly saloons and in caus- 
ing correctional measures to be instituted in 
many saloons where immorality was allowed. 

“The Committee has been the means of 
sending twenty girla to their homes or to 
correctional institutions, 
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“I do not suppose it is possible to prevent 
a young man or woman from going to hell if 
he or she is determined to go, but I insist 
that it is not a proper function of the gov- 
ernment to provide a conveyance. I also in- 
sist that it is a proper governmental function 
to prevent the providing of conveyances. 

“It is high time that the “Hinky Dinks,” 
“Bathhouse Johns,” “Dago Fratks,” “Jew 
Kids,” Polock Bens,” “Mike the Pikes,” 
“Daddy Marshalls,” “‘Hot Stove Jimmies,” d 
Weisses,” “Ike Blooms,” Jim Colosimas,” Bob 
Grays,’ and others of their ilk whose real estate 
holdings, bank accounts, and diamonds were 
gained through this villainous system of traffic 
in women should learn that the citizens of Chi- 
cago have tolerated them as long as they will 
peaceably, and that war upon commercialized 
vice and graft has been declared.

“The Committee of Fifteen is well organized 
and equipped, financially and otherwise, to 
pursue its attack upon commercialized vice, 
but to make its work permanently success- 
ful it is securing a large and well organized 
force throughout the entire city. There is no 
question that the continual hammering upon 
the vice district for several months has driven 
many professional prostitutes to take up their 
abode in residential districts. To meet that 
situation we are going to organize the entire 
city as thoroughly as possible.”

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OU may look through a great many Amer- 
ican cook books without finding a recipe 
for cooking pig's liver, heart, or lungs, 
although you will find a few recipes for 
pig’s feet and pig’s head, which were for- 

merly most highly prized. Recipes for cooking 
the same organs of our other meat creatures are 
given sparingly, sometimes under the head of 
“secondary meats.” These parts of the pig, 
especially pig’s liver, were once much used in 
some portions of our country. Miss Beecher, in 
her “ Receipt Book,” says, in speaking of the 
pig: “Of the insides the liver, heart, sweet- 
breads and kidneys are sometimes used for boil- 
ing and frying.” She also gives a recipe for 
“cooking calf's or pig's liver.” 

The English common people make great use 
of what they cal] “ pig’s fry,” which with them 
means the heart, lights, liver, and sweetbread. 
The term means something quite different with 


the few people among us who know anything 


about it. The humblest in some sections of our 
country have strange dishes that most people 
have never heard of, and strange siaperstitions 
about them, as about — they call pig’s fry. 


In the January number * Food and Cookery 
there is an article about this pig meat with six 
recipes, savory fry, faggots, bacon olives, frit- 
ters of pig’s fry, jugged pig’s fry, and, strangely 
enough, American ple. But seeing a recipe with 


„ American” in the title in any foreign cookery 
publication is no sure sign that the thing made 
with it has ever been seen in America. The ar- 
ticle opens as follows: 

“The internal organs of the lamb or calf are 
highly esteemed, but those from the pig, al- 
though containing as much nourishment, are 
despised, chiefly because they are cheap. Prices 
vary in different localities, but pig's fry costs 
from 4d to 6d (8 to 12 eents) a pound, and, con- 
sidering that there is no waste and that a pound 
furnishes a meal for three or four people, pig’s 
fry deserves to be more popular, particularly as 
it can be served in many ways, whereby monot- 
ony is avoided. The fry should be thoroughly 
examined before it is cooked, and indeed it is 
well to wash it in cold salt water, but on no 
atcount sheuld it be soaked. After it has been 
dried on a cloth it can be cooked by any of the 
recipes given below.”
